ANNUAL LECTURE 


The Second Annual Sigma Lecture given under the joint aus- 
pices the American Association for the Advancement 
and the Society the Sigmi was delivered Dr. Willis 
Whitney, Director the Research Laboratory the General 
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Company. Dr. Whitney spoke Vacuum, There’s Some- 
thing 

Dr. Whitney began with some striking remarks about recent 
progress, emphasizing how very recent indeed all that 
call science. the Middle Ages western civilization was almost 
knowledge and understanding; to-day scientists are seeking truth, 
and they think last. the life period mankind 
represented the life period individual fifty years old, 
emerges that the fifty-year-old man thus thought did not learn 
the simplest records stone until his forty-ninth year. 
For him printing has existed only three months. The automobile 
was actually first devised this particular fiftieth birthday. The 
speaker pointed out that there now available for human work 
power equivalent hundred man-power for every man the 
United States. But guidance power application mental work; 
there are automatic ‘mentalities. Man the only animal that 
can this. Turning his special topic, Dr. Whitney mentioned 
many examples, showing how our common life depends vacua, 
from those vacuum lamps those thermos bottles. Less 
familiar people general are the uses vacua the detailed 
study chemical elements and that atomic structure. The 
photoelectric cell was demonstrated and discussed, and electric 
apparatus strikingly simulating some the characters the animal 
eye and nervous system was shown. Numerous experiments were 
performed during the lecture, some them very spectacular and 
all them clearly explained. enthusiastic audience filled the 
large auditorium the Hughes High Schoool, which special electric 
apparatus had been installed for Dr. Whitney’s experiments.

membership afforded for research work and aiding the 
vancement knowledge. stated that looked forward with great deal 
enthusiasm the work that would done along the lines research the 
University, with which had been connected and which had helped train 
many leaders the Political life the Nation; men who had done much 
further the ideals liberty and democracy the United States.

Second, those that see long-time investment 
which the end will more than pay for the time and cost expended. 
this group Science owes most its financial support and 
its encouragement. those who love research for its own 
sake, who follow for the pure joy discovering new truths. 
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this last group belongs Sigma Xi. The last two groups must show 
the first group the aesthetic well the material values resulting 
from Scientific Research.
